Play Havoo with Shipping in Lake 


Michigan. 


HEROIC WORK BY L1FE-SAY1MG CREWS. 


Several Vessels Driven Ashore at Chi- 


cago in Sight of Tens ol Thousands 


of Horrified Spectators—Fears 


Entertained for Other Craft. 


CmcA.no, May 18.—Lake Michigan 


has not been lushed nncl churned for 
months as she was to-day by the fierce 
wind that lias been sweeping down 
from the north lor the past thirty-six 
hours. Late to-night it is believed 
that twelve or fifteen lives have been 
lost along the shore off this city and 
its suburbs. The only other point re- 
porting loss of life is Milwaukee, where 
six of the schooner Cummings' crew 
were drowned this afternoon before 
they could be rescued by the life-saving 
orow. Half \a dozen schooners and 
smaller craft have foundered off this 
city during the day; a score or move 
ore dismantled and stove in, making 
an almost hopeless fight against the 
gale and the huge waves that every 
few minutes ,sweep over them, endan- 
gering the lives of those who are still 
on board. It has Jooen a day of heroic 
effort and great suffering for the life- 
saving crews scattered along the shore, 


At least thirty vessels are anchored 


outside the harbor waiting for tlv 
storm to subside. All arc more or less 
damaged and the signals of distress 
that have appeared among them from 
time to time dwing the day have Icept 
the life-savers busy. 


Twenty-five or thirty men have been 


brought in, all exhausted arid suffer- 
ing intensely from exposure and eold. 
In several cases help arrived too late, 
and a corpse was found among the 
half-conscious sailors who, benumbed 
by the cold and unable to protect them- 
selves, were almost beaten to death by 
the furious waves, 
At midnight the 


slorrr. lias not abated and every hour 
increases the peril of those oti board 
the numerous vessels outside the liar 
bor, pulling at their anchors and in 
imminent dangcrof being brought into 
collision with each, other or o£ being 
ponndcil to pieces on the beach. 


Scenes of horror that chilled the 


blood of thousand, of spectators were 
enacted in l;hc harbor for two miles be- 
low the Illinois Central depot in the 
early evening, 
As the storm increased 


in violence during the afternoon the 
waves grew mountain high, dashing 
over the breakwater, deluging 
the 


tracks and enveloping the 
passing 


trains with torrents of spray. Out in 
the harbor 
a 
do/,cn 
three-masted 


schooners, heavily laden with lumber 
f rom Michigan, wero. riding at anchor. 
A few minutes after -1 o'clock three of 
the number hoisted signals of dis- 
tress, and citizens 
on shore tele- 


phoned

park. A few minutes later the three- 
masted Evening Star, of this city, 
parted her chains and came for the 
shore like a rocket, She struck the 
heavy piling of the breakwater and 
her timbers-crushed in as though tliny 
were egg shells. 
AK the vessel struck 


the 
six 
sailors 
aboard 
jumped 


for their lives, Five landed on a 
pile of scrap iron, going down on all 
/ours, but a sixth a Norwegian named 
Olson, missed land by a couple of feet 
and went down into the waves. The 
cheers that had broken from thousands 
of spectators turned into a groan as 
the man disappeared from view. 


Hardly hud the Star sti'iiek when 


thcrp was a shout from the throng of 
excited on-lookers, and it was seen 
that another three-masted schooner 
had parted her ropes and wns coming 
ashore. This was the Jack Thomp- 
son, 
also lumbar-laden. She followed 


the path of the Ktiu-, and came helm-

and children lined the lake front for

A babel of voices 
mingled with shrieking of the w'.nd 
and the roar o[ the waves as the 
schooner came nearer and nearer the 
shore. Darkness was coming on, but 
it wns seen that the eight men were 
clinging1 to the rigging. 


For a moment, when tlie vessol was 


a few hundred yards from shore, it 
seemed as though lur annchor had 
found an abiding place, but a moment 


later a wave bigger than all the rest 
came sweeping1 down from the north- 
west, and upon its crest the boat was 
carried toward the piling. 


She rebounded like a rubber ball, 


while another wave came sweeping

inforced by a half dozen firemen, had 
made ready their lines. 
The first 


rocket took effect and one by one 
the men were brought ashore, while 
the thousands made their voices heard 
above the roar of the water.

the eighteen men had been rescued it 
was discovered that the ninth member 
of the crew was missing and Peter En- 
right and Matthew Peterson of the life- 
saving crew volunteered to .go to the 
vessel. They found the missing1 man 
pinned down in the forecastle by a pile 
of lumber, but just as they were about 
to extricate the body the vessel made 
a lurch and they were washed into 
the wntes. Hopes had been fastened 
around their wastes, but the floating 
.lumber impeded the efforts to pull 
them ashore, and it was not until fit- 
teen minutes Inter that, mere dead than 
alive, the gallant men were brought 
to laud. They were carried insensible 
TK> the private office of Cook's brewery 
and were then taken home.

were badly cut and bruised and in ad- 
dition suffered severe internal cramps.

TOLEDO, 0., Way is.—Reports re- 


ceived here from various points in 
V.'illiams county gave meager particu- 
lars of a cyclonic disturbance in that 
part of northwestern Ohio late last 
evening. The section of country be- 
tween Kunkle and MontpeKer, ou the 
Detroit division of the Wabash railway, 
appears to have suffered principally. 
The exact amount of damage done 
cannot lie given correctly, but it is 
known thai ten persons were killed 
and at least ten others were seriously 
injured. The names of the dead, as 
far as can be learned, avo: 


Schlesser, Edmund, aged 04; hurled 


against a tree and almost instantly 
killed. 


llighy, an elderly woman; had a 


limb torn from her. 


Small children, names unknown; in- 


stantly killed. 


Daniel Barrett; body badly crushed 


nnd arm torn off. 


'Mrs. Daniel Barrett: horribly man- 


gled; uied within two hours, 


Martha Dason; instantly killed. 
Jlyrta Dason, limbs broken and in- 


ternally injured; died at 10 p. m. 


George Oxingcr; head crushed, body 


disemboweled. 


The injured are: 
Longely, David; scalp wound and 


fractured leg; will die. 


Miles, Jason; head crushed. 
Charles, Mrs. 1.1. 11,; extent of injur- 


ies unknown. 


Charles Cole; internally injured; can- 


not live inore than a few hours,

Jennie Creek; badly bruised; will re- 


cover. 


Several others, mostly, women, are 


more or less badly hurt, but their 
names cannot be ascertained. 


The cyclone was felt worst at a 


point three miles from Kunkle and 
five from Mor.tpclicr. 


Tlic day had licen usually warm up 


to -1 o'clock and heavy thunder storms 
seemed imminent. Along towards 5 
o'clock the skies took on a dark, leaden 
hue, 
heavy, mottlvd clouds moved 


slowly across the scuith, there was 
.scarcely a breath of air, and the heat 
was almost unbearable. The climax 
came with unexpected and awe-inspir- 
ing 
swiftness.

oC one man who was hurt, and was 
buried in die debris jot au' outhouse, 
while on his knees praying. 


Giant ti'ees snapped like alders .in 


the grasp of the maddened elements 
and were, curried hundreds of feet 
from 
where they stood. 
Roofs of 


houses and barns were, lifted as though 
they wero so many shingles a:jd scat- 
tered ovor throe townships. 


Edmund SoKlesscr, the old man who 


was killed, was a farmer in fairly good 
circumstances. He was on his way 
Irom tho field to his house when he 
was overtaken by the storm. 
His body 


was frightfully bruised, and there was 
scarcely a bone that was not broken. 


The property loss is vaguely esti- 


mated at bet w'eeu 825,000 and 5+0,000. 
It is believed that at least half a do::cn 
more fatalities will have been reported 
when the worst is known. 


The section devastated is about one- 


quarter mile wide and six or seven 
miles in length. The funnel-shaped 
cloud traveled in an irregular south- 
easterly course. Houses, barns, fences, 
trees and obstructions of all kinds in 
the path of the storm were- carried 
away, and nothing was left to mark 
the spot where they stood, except huge 
holes in the ground. The greatest 
damage was done about a mile from 
where the cyclone rose and passed on 
east. 


The building in which Daniel JJar- 


rett, his wife and their two grand 
daughters. Martha ami Myi-ta Dason 
were killed, was so completely demol- 
ished that not CTCU :i portion of the 
foundation is left standing. 
The first 


remnants of the house are at least 100 
yards from where it stood. 
Here be- 


gan a few scattering boards, ind fur- 
ther on can be seen larger portions ot 
the building and about forty roils 
from where it stood lays tue i-ocf al- 
mostintact. together with portions of 
the frame work. 


Mrs. IJarrett, who was the worst 


mangled, was carried over a quarter 
of a mile and dropped in a cemetcrj'. 
Her dismembered limbs were found 
about a hundred 3'ards further on. 
There was veiiy little 
left of tha 


woman's 
body Unit 
resembles the 


form of a human being. 
Her breast 


and abdomon were rent in two and 
her entrails, lungs and other internal 
organs 
were 
scattered 
broadcast 


through three forty-acre fields. 
The 


search for her remains continued fully 
an hour. 
Daniel Barrett was carried about forty 
rods from where the cyclone struck 
him. His 'aft hand was torn ofi at the 
wrist and scattered to the winds. One 
leg was broken into a pulj> and he 
suffered internal injuries. 
He 
was 


still breathing when found, but died 
soon afterward without becoming con- 
scious. 


iiurtha and Myrta 
Dnison, 
who 


were in another part of the house, 
were left near where tlie building 
seems to-'liave gone to pierce. Martha, 
the elilest, aged 14, was apoarcntly in 
jurcd about the side, showing a, great 
hole from which the blood oozed. Tha 
younger, aged 10, lay almost in the 
arms of her sister, and her bones in all 
parts of her body were brokea and 
ground into the flesh. Nothi.E.J'.'^uld 
be done to relieve the little one's sur- 
fering, and she died at 10 o'clock in tho 
evening. 


George Osinger, a hired hand of 


Barrett**, who was in the field plow- 
ing, satr the storm coming and started 
for the barn. He succeeded in Retting 
his horses inside and started for the 
house, which was about ten rods dis- 
tant from the barn, and exactly la 
line with the storm. 


Witnesses say tnat the man wn% 


lifted from the ground and whirled 
into the air at least a hundred feet, to- 
gether with timbers, fences, trees and 
other debris, scooped up in the rolling1 
avalanche. 
Oxinger's lifeless body was found 


about one hundred rods from where he 
was lifted into the air. 
His bones pro- 


truded from the flesh, and his body in- 
dicated that he came in contact with 
many of the flying trees and beams.

Brief mention was made in the REPUB- 


LICAN last evening about tho remarkable 
hail storm which prevailed in Decatur 
and vicinity between 3 and 4 o'clock in 
the evening. 


It was a sight the like of which the 


oldestinhabitants had never seen before, 
and it was one which those privileged to 
view it and take it all in from points of 
personal safety may never witness again 
in their lifetime. In some respects the 
continuous fall of the big hunks of hail 
which came as if lircd from a row of can- 
non awakened a feeling of terror which 
affected nervous women, scared school 
children and frightened and gave pain 
to stock that had no shelter. The fall 
of hail did not continue very long, but it 
was long enough. It came from clouds 
which blew up from the south and west, 
and the force of the hail was confined 
almost exclusively to Decatur and vicin- 
ity. It extended south as far as Wheat- 
land township and east as far as the 
river. Fortunately the wind was not 
very strong. Had it been strong and 
whirling tho damage would not have 
been confined to the south sides of build- 
ings. It was a high wind which spent 
its force above the city, carrying the 
ugly looking clouds from which the hail 
dropped to the eastward. 


And such hail! Did anybody ever see 


anything like it? Somo of the chunks, 
which looked like door knobs, hen's oggs, 
and many as big aa a man's list, came 
down with a great clatter on the paved 
streets, on the walks, against the sides of 
houses, on roofs, on skylights and against 
windows with southern and western ex- 
posure with such force as to do damage in 
Decatur alone estimated at 53,000 to 
86,000. 


Now all Decatur people are prepared 


to believe anything they may see in print 
or that is told them about the size of 
hail. Skepticism on the hail question is 
wiped out. The size of the icy bullets 
tired at us from above was abundant 
proof of the quantity and weight of hail 
which can be dropped in a storm. 


EXTENT OF DAMAGE. 


The damage was wide-spread. The 


hail was no respecter of persons. 
It 


came in a slanting: course and some of it

CAUSE OP THK HAIL. 


A weather bureau force states that 


the cause of the hail visitation lay in 
the very sultry atmosphere which was 
cooled by the sti >rrn. As is usually the 
case during the spring and early summer 
months, there was a stratum of low tem- 
perature some thousands of feet above, 
which tho warm air arose to displace. 
At that great height a strong rotary cur- 
rent was formed on an alomst horizontal 
axis. The velocity of the current was 
increased by the wide difference in the 
temperature of the two strata. This 
whirling motion caused the moisture in 
tne warm air to be congealed in small 
spheres by the cold air and on being 
thrown back into the warm portion of 
the current, another layer of moisture, 
in the form of either rain or snow, 
was formed upon the' hailstone. The
